KING AHAB’S HARNESS 


CAUSED HIS DEFEAT 





Put on the Whole Armor of God and be Safe 





J. P. Hughes 


“And a certain man drew a bow at 
a venture, and smote the king of Is- 
rael between the joints of the harness: 
therefore he said to his chariot man, 
Turn thine hand, that thou mayest 
carry me out of the host; for I am 


wounded. And the battle increased 
that day: howbeit the king of Israel 
stayed himself up in his chariot 
against the Syrians until the -even: 
and about the time of the sun going 
down he died.” 2 Chron. 18:33,34. 
The king that is mentioned in the 
text, was King Ahab; and as every 
man can be useful in some way, so 
Ahab had his traits of usefulness. He 
was a brave warrior but his self-con- 
fidence and careless preparation for 
battle brought a tragic end to his ca- 
reer. He did not regard the Word of 
the Lord and left the religious work 
to his wife who worshipped idols and 
was the “bloody Mary” of his day. 
King Ahab was a typical character 
from which a great lesson may be 
learned. He was enterprising, as the 
prosperity of his kingdom plainly 
proves. He had high ambitions but 
left God out of his life and proved a 
failure and disgrace to Israel. He re- 
jected the Word of the Lord and lis- 
tened to a lying spirit in the mouth 
of all his prophets, which caused him 
to pitch his battle at the wrong time; 
and his harness not being perfect, he 
was smitten by the arrow of his en- 
emy and defeated in a simple man- 
ner. “And a certain man drew a bow 
at a venture.” The Hebrew reading 
says, “In his simplicity”. It was just 
a man in his simplicity, doubtless a 
private soldier, that brought down the 
king in his pomp. God does not regard 
the fioble traits of man unless they are 
propefly directed. He is able to make 
thé stfong Welk and weak strong, for 
He ehooses the weak things of the 








world to confound the things which 
are mighty. (See 1 Cor. 1:27,28). 
There are numerous Ahabs in the 
world today—men of Biblical culture, 
fine impulse, high ambitions; but 
they fail to take God into partnership 
and like Ahab they are misdirected. 
They listen to the false instead of ad- 
hering to the truth, and pitch their 
battles at the wrong time and in the 
wrong direction, seeking only to excel 
others, and are defeated in the most 
simple way. They get so high up that 
they look down on others and are 
brought low by some simple means, 
because they do not humble them- 
selves and put on the “whole armour 


of God” before they pitch their bat: 
tles. 
The “whole armour of God” is a 


safeguard against that which is des- 
tined to bring men low and is the 
only security against spiritual wick- 
edness. It was through the faulty 
joints of Ahab’s harness that the ar 
row of death smote him; so it is neces- 
sary that we prove our armour and 
be sure that we are properly arrayed 
for the last great conflict between the 
forces of good and evil. Truly the con: 
flict is on and the battle is fierce, but 
God has provided an armour for His 
soldiers that will stand the test and 
secure their safety if they will only 
put it on. 

“Put on the whole armour of God, 
that ye may be able to stand against 
the wiles of the devil. For we wrestle 
not against flesh and‘ blood, but 
against the rulers of the darkness of 
this world, against spiritual wicked- 
ness in high places.” Eph. 6:11,12.

against God and His ‘righteousness, 
and who when he had ‘finished his 
course, said, “I have fought’ a good 
fight”. Paul knew what a soldier of 
the cross would have to encounter 
and therefore knew the value of the 
“whole armour of God.” He also knew’: 
the danger the Christian is in who 
fails to put on the “whole armour”, 
and in his general epistle to the 
Ephesians he commands the faithful 
in Christ Jesus to take ‘unto them- 
selves the “whole armour of God.” He 
is very careful to. tell us. what the 
armour consisteth of and guarantees 
it against the “wiles of. the devil.” 
There are no faulty joints thru which 
the poison arrow of the enemy can 
penetrate. : 

* The Girt of Truth 

The first part of the armour that 
Paul speaks of, is the “girt of truth”. 
“Stand therefore, having your loins 
girt about with truth.” Eph. 6:14. 
Having the loins girt about with truth 
means to be in readiness for action. 
The girdle was part of the military 
equipment and its use was to keep the 
armor in place and support the sword. 
The “girt of truth” supports the 
Christian and braces him when he is 
assaulted or persuaded by that which 











| the individual 


truth lives on and will testify to their 
Tighteougness at the judgment. It was 
the truth that Stephen told the howl- 
ing mob that so enraged them till 
they gnashed on him with their teéth 
and stoned him to death, but their 
anger against the truth caused its 
representatives to scatter and estab- 


lish it in places where it had not been 
known. Gird on truth and never fear 
its defeat. Preach it, tell it, live it and 
stand by it, for it will stand the test 
and win in the conflict. 

The Breastplate of Righteousness 

The next ptece of the “whole armor 
ef God” that is put on after the loins 
have been “girt about with truth”, 
is the “breastplate of righteous- 
ness.” The breastplate in the equip- 
ment of carnal warfare was that part 
of the armor that protects the part of 
the body that conceals the vital or- 
gans of life and where wounds would 
be most likely to prove fatal. The 
“breastplate of righteousness” is pro- 
tection to the heart and is therefore 
of vital importance in the spiritual 
warfare. The heart is a vital organ in 
both the literal and spiritual life and 
must therefore be protected. 

“Keep thy heart with all diligence; 
for out of it are the issues of life.” 
Prov. 4:23. “For from within, out of 
the heart of men, proceed evil 
thoughts, dulteries, fornications, 
murders, thefts, covetousness, wick- 
edness, deceit, lasciviousness, an 
evil eye; blasphemy, pride, foolish- 
ness.” Mark 7:21,22. These Scriptures 
clearly prove that the acts of life are 
prompted by the heart, and it is plain 
to be seen that when wickedness en- 
ters the heart, it is sure to proceed 
out. The man who falls a victim to 
any of the above evils, is sure to be 
known by his deeds, for a tree is 
known by its fruit. 

When adultery enters the heart, the 
victim has “eyes full of adultery and 
cannot cease from sin.” (See 2 Peter 
2:14). When murder enters the heart, 
becomes bloodthirsty 
and full of hatred toward his fellow- 
man. “Whosoever hateth his brother 
is a murderer.” 1 John 3:15. When 
“foolishness” enters the heart and be- 
gins to proceed out, its victims are 
known by their folly. They will en- 
gage in light conversation and are 
ever ready to joke, although the Bible 
forbids foolish talking and jesting. 
(See Eph. 5:4.) When theft takes 
root in the heart it prompts its vic 
tim to steal and he becomes a rogue. 
The one in whose heart covetousness 
dwells is known by his greed. Deceit 
is sometimes hard to detect, but those 
who have let it enter their hearts will 
be found out by their fraud. The word 
lasciviousness as it comes from the 
original Greek word, -implies “trick- 
ery and vice.” Those who have let it 
get into their hearts are known by 
their schemes. The one from whose 
heart the “evil eye” proceeds is 
known by his fault-finding in others. 
He likes to examine the other fellow 
instead of himself. Pride in the heart 
will cause people to become egotistic, 
self conceited, boastful and arrogant 
—such persons are easily located. Oh, 
the vast importance of being proper- 
ly harnessed and keeping the heart 
safe and secure from the wiles of the 
devil so none of his work will enter 
into it. Just as the frame-work of the 
body protects the heart from the ex- 
posure and attacks that the outer sur- 
face must encounter, so does the 
“breastplate of righteousness” serve as 
a defence against spiritual wicked- 
ness entering the heart of those who 
put on the “whole armour of God”, 
“Stand therefore, having your loins 
girt about with truth, and having on 
the breastplate of righteousness.” Eph. 
6:14.

- THE ROBE 


Young People’ s Class 
Atianta, Ga. 


Luke 15:7. 

“I say unto you, that likewise joy 
shall be- in heaven over one sinner 
that repenteth, more than ninety and 
nine just persons, which need no re 
pentance.” 

When the prodigal returned he said, 
“Father, I have sinned against heaven 
and in thy sight, and am no more 
worthy to be called thy son.” 

But the Father said to his servants, 
“Bring forth the best robe and put 
it on him, and put a ring on his hand, 
and shoes on his feet.” 

When we come to Jesus, we know 
that our righteousness is in His sight 
as filthy rags, and that we must be 
clothed in the robe of His righteous- 
ness. The man in Matt. 22:11, who 
did not have a wedding garment on, 
thought his own clothes were good 
enough, but he was turned away from 
the wedding feast. The wedding gar- 
ment was there prepared and ready, 
even as the best robe was ready for 
the prodigal, but he was too conceit- 
ed to accept that provided by another. 

In Isaiah 61:10 we read, “I will 
greatly rejoice in. the Lord, my soul| 
shall be joyful in my God: for he hath 
clothed me with the garments of sal- 
vation, he hath covered me with the 
robe of righteousness.” 

This robe was the first gift the 
prodigal received at the hands of the 
father. So the best robe is put upon 
us when we believe in the Lord Jesus 
Christ and take him for our own per- 
sonal Savior. We cannot put it on our- 
selves; it is rather put on us when 
we are clothed in His righteousness. 

What does the ring that was put on 
his hand mean? One author says the 
ring is the seal of love, of plighted 
truth, later it becomes the symbol of 
wedded union. Is it not true that the 
returning sinner receives, not only 
the best robe of Christ’s righteous- 
ness, but also God’s seal—the Holy 
Ghost? “Who hath also sealed us, and 
given the earnest of the Spirit in our 
hearts.” 2 Cor. 1:22. 

The Holy Spirit is the seal of God’s 
love. “Grieve not the Holy Spirit of 
God, whereby ye are sealed unto the 
day of redemption .” Eph. 4:30, And 
as the ring speaks ownership, so the 
Holy Ghost in us, tells us that we be- 
long to Christ. 

“If any man have not the spirit of 
Christ, he is none of his.” Rom. 8:9. 
In the Scripture the ring is given as 
a mark of high honor and esteem, as 
when Pharaoh took the ring off of his 
hand and put it on Joseph’s hand. 
Gen. 41:42. It is also a sign of pledg- 
ing and betrothal, as when thé’ wed- 
ding ring is placed upon the bride’s 
finger. 

Now let. us ask ourselves, “Have I 
been clothed with the best robe, this 
robe of His righteousness?” or do we 
say, “I have never done harm to any 
one. I keep all the law, I think I am 
good enough as I am.” But that is 
just what we must not do, for that 
would be like the man who would 
not accept the wedding garment. 
Only by grace we are saved through 
faith, and that not of ourselves; it is 
the gift of God, and He so willingly 
gives the ring (Holy Ghost) to all 
who obey Him. Heb. 5:9; Luke 11:13. 
The apostle Paul tells us in his letter 
to the Ephesians, to put on the whole 
armour of God that we may be able 
to stand against the wiles of the evil 
one. For we wrestle not against flesh 
and blood, but against principalities, 
against powers, against the rulers of 
the darkness of this world, against 
spiritual wickedness in high places. 
We should have our loins girt about 
with the truth, and have on the breast 
plate of righteousness; and our feet 
shod with the preparation of the gos- 
pel of peace, and have the shield of 
faith and helmet of salvation, with 
the sword of the Spirit wherewith we 
will be able to quench all the fiery 
darts of the evil one. Eph. 6;11-17.—
